Pakistani-American 
charged with plotting 
to detonate a car 
bomb in Times Square 
received explosives 
training in Pakistan’s 
volatile Waziristan 
region, a Taliban 
stronghold, and 
admitted driving 
an SUV from his 
Connecticut home 
to Manhattan in 
hopes of blowing 
it up on a crowded 
corner, according 
to a complaint 
unsealed Tuesday: 

Additional ar- 
rests in the case 
were reported in 
Pakistan, which ac- 
cording to the five- 
count complaint 
was where Faisal 
Shahzad, 31, began preparing for the attack 
in December. The allegations include the 
attempted use of a weapon of mass destruc- 
tion and an attempt to kill or maim, as well as 
other terrorism-related charges involving the 
transport of the explosives. 

‘A far broader investigation is ongoing, and 
alleged facilitators in Pakistan have already 
been arrested,” said Rep. Jane Harman, D- 


Calif , chair of the House Homeland Security 
Committee on Intelligence. “Our liaison rela- 
tionship with Pakistan intelligence is yielding 
impressive results.” 

Harman did not identify the others ar- 
rested, but Pakistani intelligence officials said 
authorities in Karachi had arrested two men 
whom Shahzad visited in the city’s Gulshan 
Iqbal neighborhood over the summer. The 
sources, who identified one man as Tauseef 
Ahmed and the other only as Iftikhar, did not 
know whether the men were linked to any 


Pakistani militant group. 

Law enforcement officials said Shahzad, 
who was arrested late Monday as he attempt- 
ed to fly out of the United States, confessed 
to the bomb plot, and was cooperating with 
investigators. “He has been talking to us and 
providing us with useful information,” Attor- 
ney General Eric Holder said. 

Investigators have said it is too early to say 
whether Shahzad worked alone or as part of a 
group, and whether he was operating on be- 
half of a terrorist organization 


FIREWORKS REPORT

eral agents told them their “M88 Silver 
Salutes” firecrackers were found inside an 
SUV meant to explode in Times Square. 

A box of the consumer-grade firecrack- 
ers also was among the items removed 
Tuesday from the Bridgeport home of 
Faisal Shahzad. William Weimer, vice presi- 
dent of Youngstown, Ohio-based Phantom 
Fireworks, says he recognized his compa- 
ny’s products in a news photograph.

Hope and fear as flood waters recede in Tennessee

NASHVILLE, Tenn. The dark waters of the 
Cumberland River slowly started to ebb Tues- 
day as residents who frantically fled the deadly 
flash floods returned home to find mud-caked 
floors and soggy furniture. Rescuers prayed 
they would not find more bodies as the flood- 
waters receded. 

The river and its tributaries had flooded 
parts of middle Tennessee after a record- 
breaking weekend storm dumped more than a 
foot of rain in two days, rapidly spilling water 
into homes, roads and some of Music City’s 
best-known attractions. 


At least 29 people were killed in Tennessee, 
Mississippi and Kentucky by either floodwa- 
ters or tornadoes. Water submerged parts the 
Grand Ole Opry House, considered by many 
to be the heart of country music, and the near- 
by Opryland Hotel could be closed for up to 
six months. The flash flooding caught many 
here by surprise, and efforts to warn residents 
not to drive on flooded streets were ham- 
pered by power outages. As the water began 
to recede, bodies were recovered late Monday 
from homes, a yard and a wooded area outside 
a Nashville supermarket. By Tuesday, the flash 
floods were blamed in the deaths of 18 people 


in Tennessee alone, including 10 in Nashville. 

Hundreds of people had been rescued by 
boat and canoe from their flooded homes dur- 
ing the past few days. Those rescue operations 
were winding down in Nashville on Tuesday 
though emergency management officials 
were checking a report of a house floating in a 
northern neighborhood, trying to determine 
if anyone was in it. 

It remained unclear how many— if any— 
people were missing in Tennessee. Authorities 
in south-central Kentucky searched Tuesday 
for a kayaker who was last seen Monday after- 
noon in the swoUen Green River.

Hello, I’m givina 
you the kiss-off 

I don’t know why some people kiss hello. 

How do you usixally greet a friend you haven’t seen in ages? Prob- 
ably a hug and maybe a kiss on the cheek, right? If you run into some- 
one whom you see often you will most likely just say “hello” and leave 
it at that. Or if you are a straight guy whose favorite pastime is playing 
bags and making a PER pyramid on your front stoop and yelling ob- 
scenities at anyone who walks past, then you probably greet everyone 
with a “bro!” a fist-bump and a “whatsup” chin nod.

SEX REHAB 


It’s become a buzzword, but what does treatment really mean?

Chad Kimball risked his job and his marriage for online porn. “I thought I had a problem, I just didn’t think 
it was an addiction,” said Kimball, 34, an online entrepreneur. “Each time Ed tell myself. This is it. Em done 
with this.’ ” 


Kimball said he would stop looking at porn for a couple of 
weeks only to return to his habit as part of what he described 
as his “binge and purge cycle.” After seeking treatment in 2005, 
he says he now realizes he was in denial and using online porn 
as an escape from depression and stress in his daily life. 

The Back of the "Yards resident, who says he’s been relapse- 
free for more than three years, fits the profile of a sex addict, ac- 
cording to experts, because he was unable to control his sexual 
urges. It’s a label recently tied to Tiger Woods and Jesse James 
in news stories and punch lines, but addiction experts see it as 
a serious issue. Woods and James are the latest among a list of 
celebrities who reportedly have been to rehab for sex addiction. 

The spectrum of care to treat sex addiction ranges from resi- 
dential rehab programs or weeklong intensive outpatient pro- 
grams to weekly therapy sessions and attending 12-step pro- 
grams, similar to Alcoholics Anonymous, according to experts. 

Experts say the goal for addicts is not to achieve complete 
abstinence from sex, but for the patients to control their be- 
havior and build healthy sexual and intimate relationships. To 


that end, sex addiction is more similar to an eating disorder 
than to a drug addiction, experts say As the goal for a person 
with an eating disorder is healthy eating and not entirely stay- 
ing away from food, the goal for a person with sex addiction is 
to build healthy relationships. 

Just as the spectrum of care for sex addiction greatly varies, 
so does the time and money spent on treatment. No matter if 
an addict is in rehab for four weeks or three months, recovery 
is a lifelong process, addiction experts said. 

Kimball, who chronicles his own recovery journey on his blog, 
kicksexaddiction.com, sought the help of an addiction coun- 
selor in 2005 and since has started support groups in McKinley 
Park and Lakeview to help other addicts. To hold himself ac- 
countable, he said, he uses a computer monitoring program that 
sends his wife and pastor reports of sites he’s visited. 

“Being in a state of anxiety and obsession, the world is not 
even there. It’s like you’re not connected, or enjoying life and 
relationships. It’s miserable,” Kimball said. “Being able to share 
my true self with people, it feels so good.” lvivanco@tribune.coivi 
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A sex addict is someone who has trouble controlling his or 
her sexual behavior to the point where the recurrent, intense 
sexual fantasy, urge or behavior causes significant distress 
or leads to some problem in his or her life, said Richard 
Carroll, director of the Sex and Marital Therapy Program at 
Northwestern’s Feinberg School of Medicine. Negative con- 
sequences of sex addiction can range from loss of a job, rela- 
tionship and money to jail time and the risk of STDs. 

The compulsive sexual behavior-which can include 
engaging in sex, picking up prostitutes, looking at porn or 
masturbating-is self-soothing for addicts, he said. “It’s a 
way of escaping negative or painful feelings, which could be 
anxiety, depression, loneliness, emptiness,’’ Carroll said. 

The cycle is something Kimball is familiar with. “After you 
act out, then you have shame,’’ he said. “Then you pile the 
pain of the shame on top of the pain you already had before 
you act out and then it’s even worse, so the cycle pretty 
much circles around again.’’ 


Sex addiction experts cite estimates of 3 percent to 5 percent 
of men and less than 1 percent of women who suffer from 
sexual compulsivity. 

Anecdotally, more people are seeking help for sex addic- 
tion and clients are younger-many are in their mid-30s, said 
Rob Weiss, founding director of the Sexual Recovery Institute 
in L.A. Weiss attributes the change to the accessibility, afford- 
ability and anonymity of the Internet. 

Sex addiction is not recognized in the Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders, known as the psy- 
chiatrist’s bible. A “hypersexual disorder’’ is proposed for the 
next edition, expected to be out in 2013, according to the 
American Psychiatric Association. But the phrase is used. 

“People getting caught with a mistress are very quick to 
scream sex addiction, get me treatment,’’ said Shari Corbitt, 
senior executive director of Promises Treatment Centers in 
California. “Having an affair does not make someone a sex 
addict.’’ 


Rehab staffers say treatment centers don’t look like psych 
hospitals, but they’re far from fun vacations as some might 
think based on media coverage. Patients have full sched- 
ules starting as early as 6 a.m. and ending at 10 p.m. Most 
of the day is spent in various types of individual and group 
therapy sessions. Other activities include programs such as 
12-step meetings and recreation time. 

Group therapy entails sessions where clients work to con- 
front one another about the behavior they see, Corbitt said. 
Another group session is focused on relapse prevention and 
how to avoid triggers that lead to the compulsive behavior. In 
a third meeting, the group will spend a few hours acting out 
scenarios that could result in relapses and work on ways to 
prevent it. Every Saturday, families are invited to participate. 

At Promises, clients commit to a 90-day abstinence pe- 
riod, which includes no masturbation, so they can focus on 
their treatment. For some, that treatment may also mean 
sobering up and dealing with substance abuse, Corbitt said.

How much does sex rehab cost? 


There doesn’t appear to be any residential sex addiction 
treatment centers in Chicago; many of them are located on 
the West Coast. 

The cost for 90 days at Promises’ West L.A. location is 
$38,500 while its Malibu center, which has amenities like 
massage and acupuncture services, is $55,000 for 31 days, 
Corbitt said. 

“People have a fantasy that going to Promises is like going 
to a spa. They’re in for a terribly rude awakening,’’ she said. 

Spending 30 days at Sierra Tucson Treatment Center 
in Arizona costs $46,000 and incorporates a holistic ap- 
proach, counselor Lisa Lovelace said. Treatment at Sierra 
Tucson includes talking to psychiatrists and therapists 
about patients’ behavior and underlying issues of their ad- 
dictions and participating in a therapeutic group activities 
such as wall climbing, she said. 

“When you enter into a program to seek help for a certain 
behavior, you have to be structured and work on you with 


no outside distractions,” Lovelace said. 

An addict who prefers outpatient treatment should work 
with a therapist immediately to address the behavior and 
create a contract centered around changing the behavior, 
Weiss said. For those who need more help but can’t take a 
four- to six-week absence from work to go to rehab, an in- 
tensive outpatient program is a shorter and less expensive 
option compared to residential treatment, he said. 

A two-week long intensive outpatient care at the Sexual 
Recovery Institute costs $8,500. During outpatient treatment, 
patients spend eight to nine hours a day at lectures and meet- 
ing daily for individual and group therapy, Weiss said. 

For those who choose not to pay for residential or out- 
patient treatment for sex addiction, there are less formal 
options, including speaking with a counselor or-as in 
Kimball’s case-a spiritual leader. 

Beware of the misconception that rehab provides an easy 
answer for sex addiction, Weiss said.

A night out to celebrate a birthday turned 
tragic early Tuesday morning when a fight at 
a River North nightclub apparently spilled 
onto the Stevenson Expressway where shots 
were fired into an SUV, killing an ex-Marine 
and critically wounding his friend. 

Alexander Lopez, 34, a former Marine and 
father of a 10 -year-old girl, was shot once as 
he sat in the front passenger seat of a Ford 
Excursion. He was pronounced dead at the 
scene near Central Avenue. 

His friend Steve Paliatsos was driving the 
SUV and was shot multiple times. He was in 
critical condition after undergoing surgery at 
Mount Sinai Hospital, relatives said. 

A friend of theirs was in the backseat of 
the Ford but was not injured, state police 
said. “We have received a lot of information 
through him,” state police Trooper Claire 
Pfotenhauer said. 

Authorities are looking for a newer model 


silver Chevrolet TrailBlazer, state police Lt. 
Luis Gutierrez said. They also are looking for 
surveillance video from around Spy Bar, 646 
N. Franklin St., and near the Ontario Street 
feeder ramp, police said. 

About an hour before the shooting, Chica- 
go police had responded to a fight at the club 
in River North, police sources said. 

State police were not releasing details, but 
Lopez’s relatives said they heard the fight may 
have started when one of the friends with Lo- 
pez and Paliatsos tried to stop a man who was 
striking a woman at Spy Bar. 

The fight continued outside and down the 
Stevenson, state police said. 

The TrailBlazer followed the Excursion on 
the outbound Stevenson and pulled alongside 
the driver’s side of the Ford, Gutierrez said. 
Someone in the TrailBlazer opened fire, and 
Paliatsos was able to pull off the road as the 
TrailBlazer fled, Gutierrez said. Someone in 
the Excursion called 911. 


Lopez and Paliatsos had gone to the White 
Sox game Monday with friends, then went 
out to celebrate a friend’s birthday, according 
to Lopez’s ex-wife, Nancy Zambrano. 

She and Lopez had a 10 -year-old daughter 
together. Lopez also had a teenage stepson. 
Zambrano described Lopez as a wonderful 
father who was involved in his daughter’s life. 

Zambrano said Lopez re-enrolled in col- 
lege and had started working out. He had lost 
50 pounds at the urging of his daughter, 
Zambrano added. “He loved his daughter so 
much.” 

Paliatsos underwent surgery Tuesday morn- 
ing at Mount Sinai Hospital, according to his 
friend and neighbor, Jackie Galloway 

Galloway described Paliatsos as a “teddy 
bear” who is expecting his first child with his 
fiancee in September. 

“He is a very kind-hearted person who’d 
take the shirt off his back for anybody,” Gal- 
loway said.

Tribune investigation 
finds official helped 
relatives of donors 

Chicago Tribune 

House Speaker Michael Madigan swayed the 
University of Illinois to admit the relatives 
of public officials, political allies and do- 
nors who contributed $115,200 to campaign 
funds he controls, a Tribune investigation has 
found. 

Only five of the 28 applicants helped by 
the state’s most powerful lawmaker in three 
recent years lived in Madigan’s district, and 
many would not have been admitted on their 
own merit. 

Among the beneficiaries: North Shore at- 
torney Steven Yonover, a longtime contribu- 
tor who has donated $71,800 to campaign 
funds related to Madigan. Three of Yonover’s 
relatives enrolled at the U. of I. in 2008 and 
2009 after being sponsored by Madigan. The 
two who applied for 2009 had been wait- 
listed, and one had the lowest possible rating 



given by the admissions office. 

Madigan also helped a relative of Thomas 
Ryan, who in 2005 was convicted of stealing 
more than $100,000 from the south subur- 
ban school district he oversaw Between 2002 
and 2005, Ryan gave Madigan $1,000 and 
was treasurer of a state school organization 


whose political arm gave the speaker an addi- 
tional $30,000 That’s around the same time 
his relative vied for a spot and then enrolled 
in the 2004 U. of I. Law School class. 

The Tribune investigation is the first de- 
tailed public examination of the relation- 
ships between U. of I. applicants who re- 
ceived preferential treatment and an elected 
official responsible for getting them on a se- 
cret admissions clout list. While the newspa- 
per previously reported that Madigan’s name 
was associated with more applicants than any 
other lawmaker, it couldn’t determine whom 
he helped and how they were tied to him. 

Now, the Tribune has been able to identify 
28 applicants to the Urbana-Champaign or 
Chicago campuses backed by Madigan, 23 
of whom were accepted for undergraduate 
studies as well as the Law School and gradu- 
ate programs. 

Their relatives made direct campaign 
contributions totaling $50,000 to Michael 
Madigan and $65,200 in federal and state do- 
nations to the Democratic Party of Illinois, 
which Madigan chairs. In addition, appli- 


cants’ relatives sat on the boards of organiza- 
tions when the groups’ political action com- 
mittees donated another $36,700 to those 
funds. 

The speaker’s daughter. Attorney General 
Lisa Madigan, also received $49,245 from 
those same individuals and PACs. 

Combined, the donations through per- 
sonal contributions and PAC money totaled 
$201,145. 

Michael Madigan declined to speak to the 
Tribune but released a statement saying he 
intervened in admissions cases to be respon- 
sive to his constituents and Illinois residents 
when they asked for his help. Records show 
Madigan’s office faxed, called and e-mailed 
university officials on behalf of the students. 

“I would do so without regard or consid- 
eration as to any political relationships or 
campaign contributions,” Madigan said in 
the statement. 

However, the Tribune found a majority of 
those he helped are relatives of donors or 
were current or former public officials or po- 
litical operatives.

ly a mile below the water’s surface. 

“So we’ll undoubtedly encounter some 
issues as we go through that process,” he 
said. “But if that was a good outcome, then 
you would have the principal leak con- 
tained by the early part of next week. But 
there’s no guarantees.” 

The plan is to cover the leak with a 
98 -ton concrete-and-metal box structure 
known as a cofferdam, and funnel the oil to 
the surface. Hayward also said that chemi- 
cal dispersants being used on the oil have 
significantly reduced the amount of oil 
coming to the surface.

Sorry, Ayn Rand fans. The 
homey tavern that opened last 
week on the corner of Montrose and Damen avenues 
isn’t named for the scholar’s first novel. The owners, 
who also operate Bar on Buena, just thought Foun- 
tainhead a fitting name for a place where people go to 
fill up on beer, booze and conversation. 

And a new spot to fill up, apparently, is exactly what 
Ravenswood is craving. We found the bar at capac- 
ity at about 8 p.m. on the first Friday of operation 
and staff asking folks to come back within the hour. 
When we did snag a dark wood booth underneath 
lights crafted to look like candles, we were plenty 
thirsty to see what the buzz was about. 




The word on everyone’s lips here is ... 

... beer. The 24-strong draft list selected 
by Phil Kuhl (aka the Beer Dude, 
formerly of Sheffield’s Beer School) is 
a solid representation of styles— and is 
so seasonal that it will be updated often 
by necessity Ultra-local brews such as 
the Two Brothers Long Haul session 
ale and Metropolitan Brewing’s crisp 
I-Beam (both $5) mingle with imports 
such as Ayinger Brau-Weisse from 
Germany ($6) and Cantillon Kriek, a 
Belgian sour brewed with cherries ($7). 
Two hand-pumped beer engines in the 
center of the bar dispense cask ales; 
right now, they are sticky sweet oak- 
aged New Holland Dragon’s Milk ($8) 
and Surly Mild ($6). 

We were impressed by ... 

... the whiskey menu. One side of the 
two-page list features 88 scotches; 
bourbons, ryes and whiskeys from 
Japan, Ireland and Canada fill the other. 
We were psyched to find Templeton 
rye on the shelf, considering the last 
two bars where we’ve tried to order the 


Iowa-made, small-batch whiskey (the 
Long Room, the Exchange) were out 
due to limited production and rising 
popularity But honestly, the whiskey 
list might as well have been invisible: 
Everyone here’s drinking beer. 

For the best seats in the house ... 

... head to the back of the bar, where 
a pass-through window opens up to 
a wide ledge set with a few chairs. It 
instantly solves the “Should we sit at 
the bar or a table?” dilemma. 

If you’re expecting a scene ... 

... prepare to be disappointed. If you’re 
even the least bit dressed up, you’ll feel 
out of place among polo-shirted guys 
and cardigan-clad gals chatting mostly 
among friends. If you’re on the prowl 
for a bearded beer geek, though, by 
all means grab a barstool and let them 
come to you. 

We give our stamp of approval to ... 

... beer-friendly menu standards like 
frites ($5) and mussels ($10). The crispy 


fries aren’t too salty or greasy and 
plump, meaty mussels arrive in a bath 
of Belgian wit and rose with chunks of 
andouille sausage and cilantro “pesto.” 
Soaking up that cilantro-laden broth 
with bread might be our new favorite 
way to stop a hangover before it starts. 

We had to laugh when ... 

... we found entrees such as duck mac ’n’ 
cheese ($11) and hanger steak ($13) under 
the menu header “Not Sharing.” Take 
that, ubiquitous shareable small plates! 

We can’t wait for ... 

... the rooftop deck. The door by the 
ladies’ room marked “Eountainhead 
Garden” is just a tease now, but come 
July, it’ll lead to a shrub- and flower- 
bordered retreat with a bubbling 
fountain in the center. Sure, it’s only 
one story up, but with its own bar and 
bathroom, why would we ever need to 
come back down to earth?

Jake Snider’s smoothly indifferent 
vocals. Continually removed from 
their earlier years of jittery hooks 
and goofy song titles, MTB drives 
songs like “Into the Mirror” and first 
single “My Time” with the Japanese 
Omnichord synthesizer, a transition 
that moves the band into more sub- 
dued material and suits them better 
than expected. The album trails off 
toward the end with “Dayglow Vista 
Rd.” and “Fooled By the Night,” and 
the band would be wise to toss in 
a couple of shorter songs to vary 
the disc’s rhythm. All the tracks on 
“OMNI” are longer than four minutes 
and often longer than five, a deliber- 
ate pacing that isn’t necessarily the 
group’s forte. Fortunately the sexy 
“The Thief” and hard-edged “Secret 
Country” bring the band into new 
territory. MTB also knows how to 
make the most of small steps for- 
ward: “Hold Me Down” adds a beauti- 
fully calm bridge into the quality 
indie-rock fans have come to expect 
since the days when a song like that 
would have sounded more frantic 
and been called something like “Hot 
Plate Monkey Face.”

Kelley 


Local actress has her 
finger— and pen— on the 
pulse of the theater scene

Local award-winning ac- 
tor and playwright Nambi 
E. Kelley recently got her 
first day off since Febru- 
ary Fortunately she still 
was willing to talk shop. 
This month, “shop” 
means Tracey Scott Wil- 
son’s drama, “The 
Good Negro,” making 
its local premiere under Chuck Smith’s direction 
at the Goodman Theatre. Kelley plays the role of 
a young mother in 1960s Birmingham, Ala., who 
becomes the face of the civil rights movement. 

Other recent projects with Kelley’s stamp in- 
clude work as an actor in “The Lost Boys of Su- 
dan” at Victory Gardens Biograph Theater (closed 
April 25); playwright for “The Blue Shadow” at 
Lifeline Theatre (closed May 2) and “For Roy” as 
part of American Theater Company’s Silver Proj- 
ect (June 7); grad student at Goddard College in 
Plainfield, Vt.; and fellow at Goodman Theatre. 
How does she juggle so much work? 

What’s the secret to your success? 

I used to chase work. Now I just trust that work 
will appear. And it does. 

Who is your character, Claudette Sullivan, in 
“The Good Negro”? 

She is 23, a wife, a mother of a 4-year-old. She 
goes into a department store and the child sees 


the bathroom, but Jim Crow laws are in effect. 
The colored bathroom is broken, so I take her 
into the whites-only bathroom and I get caught. 
My daughter ends up going to jail and I also get 
thrown in. The Dr. King-like figure in the play, 
his people come and bail me out, and they ask 
us to be the face of the movement. My husband 
is resistant. We eventually end up involved, but 
it creates great havoc and strife in our marriage. 

T racey Scott Wilson said she wanted to fiction- 
alize the characters so the actors wouldn’t be 
preoccupied with imitating historical figures. 

When you watch it, it’s very clear who people 
represent, but you’re not looking at an icon, 
you’re looking at a human person who curses 
and drinks and cheats on his wife. [Laughs] 

Chuck Smith directed you in “Crumbs from the 
Table of Joy,” for which you won a Jeff award. 

Fve come to deeply appreciate his work and 
the passion with which he deals with his work. 
Chuck has a very specific vision, but you’re a 
part of that vision, so he trusts that whatever 
you bring to the table is right. It’s egolessness. 

You also worked with Patrick Swayze on an 
episode of “The Beast” on A&E. 

He was the absolute sweetest man. He worked 
harder than anybody on that set. There was a 
fight scene and they brought in stunt guys to do 
his fight choreography and he was like, “Nope. I 
got it.” I remember watching that and thinking, 
“Wow That’s what makes somebody a star.”

During a call with reporters last week, White said she 
was surprised the Faeebook campaign drew so many fans, 
but she still didn't want to host. Her agent insisted* 

“Fm an old broad and at my age, to be invited to do a 
show as current and choice as 'Saturday Night Live,' he 
thought, would be a wonderful opportunity to enjoy a 
different direction,” she said, laughing. “T am gonna do it

If you are looking to celebrate Cinco de Mayo with a delicious mar- 
garita, you will need a bottle of tequila. 

'lequila can be called that only if it is fermented from the blue 
agave plant indigenous to the western 
Mexican state ofjalisco. According to 
Mexican laws that govern the production 
of tequila, it is illegal to distill tequila out- 
side Jalisco and a few surrounding areas, 

'lequila is made by distilling the fer- 
mented juices of the blue agave plant. It 
takes eight to 12 years for an agave plant 
to reach the point where it is suitable for 
harv^esting. llie base of the plant, the 
pinaj is then cooked^ crushed, juiced, 
blended with water, fermented and distilled. According to Mexican 
law, all tequila must contain at least 51 percent blue agave. 

'rhe very best and often the most expensive tequilas are 
100 percent blue agave and labeled accordingly. Tequilas that use less 
than 51 percent blue agave are called mixtos, where sugar and water 
often make up the difference during the distillation process.
